Claims 17-22 allowed. 

The closest relevant art is Gieseke et al (2003/0182909 A1) . Gieseke et al 
dislcose the instant filter of claim 1 7 except for the limitation of "wherein two side ends 
of said corrugated plate are reserved as said plain edges". None of the prior art of 
record teach nor suggest such feature. Thus instant claims 1 7 and those claims 
dependent upon claim 17 are deemed allowable over the prior art of record. 

Applicants' arguments in the remarks filed 1 1-16-09 at page 5 points 6,7,8 and 
pages 6-7 points 10, 11 ,12,13,14 regarding claims 17-22 have been considered but 
were not deemed to be persuasive. 

With regards to instant claim 19, applicants' arguments filed 1 1-16-09 at page 6 
point 9. have been considered and are deemed to be persuasive. Acoordingly claim 19 
and those claims dependent upon claim 19 are deemed allowable over the prior art of 
record.
